Sacrifice of Large Practice. 


For Mr. Root to re-enter the Cabinet 
will mean the sacrifice of what without 
doubt is one of the most lucrative law 
practices in the country. He is said to be 
earning on an average $1,000 a day. He is 
under retainer with many great corpora- 
tions, and it 1s suggested that the delay 
in the formal announcement of his ap- 
pointment and the exchange of formal 
letters between himself and Mr. Roosevelt 
is due to his desire to wind up his law 
business. 


Elihu Root was born in Clinton, Oneida 
County, Feb. 15, 1845. He was the son 
of Dr. Oren Root, Professor of Mathe- 
matics at Hamilton College. Mr. Root 
received his education at Hamilton Col- 
lege and was graduated from that insti- 
tution in 1864. He was the valedictorian 
of his class. 

For a year after his graduation Mr. 


Root taught in the academy of Rome. 
He then entered New York University 
for the study of the law. He was admit- 
ted to the bar in 1867. From the start of 
his legal career.he was principally iden- 
tified with corporation litigation. 

He was a candidate for Judge of the 
Court of Common Pleas in 1879, but was 
defeated, He was appointed United States 
District Attorney for the Southern Dis- 
trict of New York in March, 1883. In the 
same year he became a Trustee of Ham- 
ilton College. 

Mr. Root always manifested an interest 
in politics, and for a number of years 
Was executive member of the Twenty- 
first Assembly District in the Republican 
County Committee, afterward becoming 
the Chairman of the County Committee. 

Mr. Root succeeded Gen. Alger as Sec- 
retary of War in the Cabinet of President 
McKinley. He remained in office under 
President Roosevelt until February, 1904, 
when he resigned. It was in his incum- 
bency that the army reorganization took 
place. He showed a genius in thé re- 
organization which won him the praise of 
the leading military men of the country. 

He was mentioned as a candidate for 
United States Senator against Senator 
Platt, but received only one vote. He 
was also prominently mentioned for the 
Republican nomination for Governor a 

ear ago, and undoubtedly could have 
had the nomination if he had been willing 
to run.

THE NEW JAPANESE LOAN. 


Issue Price to be 90 and the Period 
Twenty Years. 


LONDON, July 6.—The negotiations for 


tobacco monopoly as security, were prac- 
tically completed this morning, and the 
terms will be signed this evening. The 
issue price will be 90, the interest 4% per 
cent., and the loan, which will be equally 
divided between New York, London, and 
Germany, will run for twenty years. 

The issuing houses in New York will be 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co., the National City 
Bank, and the National Bank of Com- 
merce; in London, the Hongkong and 
Shanghai Banking Corporation, the Yoko- 
hama Specie Bank, and Parr’s Bank, and 
in Germany thirteen houses in different 
cities will issue the bonds. The prospec- 
tus will be out July 11. 


BERLIN, July 7.—The participation of 
Germany in the Japanese loan gives great 
satisfaction to the German public. Most 
of the principal banks of Berlin and the 
provinces will take part in floating the 
loan except those already engaged in 
dealing wih Russian issues, the latter 
holding aloof in order to keep up good 
relations with St. Petersburg. 

Some of the financial writers express 
regret that Germany is only getting 


Japanese bonds after prices have strongly 
risen through Japan’s victories on sea 
and land.

| BERLIN, July 6.—Chancellor von Bue- 
llow to-day telegraphed to Prince von 
Radolin, the German Ambassador at 
| Paris, instructing him to inform M. Jqu- 
rés, the French Socialist leader, that the 
German Government thinks it best to de- 


bar him from speaking in Berlin on July | 


9, as it has been announced that he in- 
| tended to do. 

Prince von Buelow says in his telegram: 

“ Against the personality of M. Jaurés I 
have nothing to say. I respect his views 
on foreign policy, and not infrequently 
agree with them. I am glad that on sev- 
eral occasions he has promoted friendly 
|relations between Germany and France, 
|The personal value of M. Jaurés is not 
| considered, but the political réle placed 
upon him. 

“The leading organ of the Social De- 
mocracy in Germany, The Vorwaerts, has 
announced that the assemblage plarined is 
| the beginning of the immediate influence 
of the Social Democracy on foreign policy, 
and that a war of the classes will be pro- 
moted upon an international foundation. 

‘Still more clearly is the aggressive in- 
| tention of the promoters of this meeting 
|expressed in the organ of the so-called 
Scientific Socialism, the new _ society, 
which says: ; 

“*The revolution has dynamited the 
Russian-French alliance. Now it becomes 
| the historical task of the German Social 





; Democracy to do for the French Republic 
what the holders of power in Russia are 
no longer able to do—to protect them from 
exaggerated claims by the use of force as 
jthe result of imperialistic Germany's 
| policy.’

Big Prices at a Sale. in London—How 
Values Have Gone Up.

LONDON, July 6.—The enormous rise 
in the value of incurabula in recent 
years was. illustrated at a sale at 
Sotheby’s yésterday. 

A copy of Caxton’s ‘“‘ Book of Caton,” 
| printed in “ thabbay of Westmeynstre ” 
in 1483, was sold to Mr. Quaritch, the 
well-known dealer, for £1,350, ($6,750.) 
In 1686 a copy of this book which 
belonged to Dr. Bernard was sold for 
3s. In 1823 G. Watson Taylor's copy 
sold for £30 19s. Gd.; the Inglis copy 
three years later brought £28 17s.; the 
Wilkes copy, with eight leaves want- | 
ing, and some mended, fetched £23 15s., | 
and the Gardnér example sold for £81 
'{n 1854. In the last eighteen years only | 
two copies have come under the ham- | 
mer. In June, 1897, the Earl of Ash- | 
|burnham’s copy brought £295, and an- |

“We made oyr trip in an old boat that 
had been used for carrying sugar. It was 
the Advance.

But 
when we got in the ice and it started 
crushing her the beams of oak bent like 
bows. When the blue ice tries to smash | 
the Roosevelt will rise. When the 
pressure comes to her sides it will simply 
lift her, and the oak beams will not bend 
or snap. 

“One reason for my prophecy of suc- 
cess is this, that every report of incoming 
steamers is of meeting floating ice. That! 
means so much ice out of the way in the | 
northward passage. Peary will. reach the 
Pole this time.” 

OTHERS, TOO, ARE CONFIDENT. 


The same feeling of confidence was | 
shared by all the others who know some- 
thing about the land of the Midnight Sun, 
including Commander Peary. The cook, 
Charles Percey, who was carrying young 
Robert E. Peary, Jr., a _ blond-haired | 
baby, in his arms, assured the lad he 
would return with splinters from the Pole | 
carved into reindeer, canoes, and sledges. 

“I am going to sail for the north in a 
few days—if possible at the end of the 
week,’’ said Commander Peary. “I really | 
need $40,000 more for ample provisions 
and duplicate sets of instruments, but if 
I don’t get the money I will sail anyhow, 
with lessened chances of success and} 
greater chances of privation, but the cer- | 
tainty that somehow or other I will reach | 
the pole and return. 

“We shall be frozen up about Sept. 15 
in latitude 83, off the north shore of 
Grant Land. Early in February there 
will be sufficient twilight to make the| 
dash northward with the dogs and sleds, 
and the sun will appear Feb. 28. We 
will have 420 nautical miles to travel, and | 
will advance at the rate of ten knots a/ 
day until we reach the north pole. We! 
can make ine return trip in about three- | 
fourths of the outward one, having made | 
our path and lessened the weight to be 
carried through the consumption of pro- 
visions. 

“There will be twenty-five sleds, with 
six dogs each. Our greatest precaution 
is the care of the dogs. You know, when 


they die we use them for food. On one 
occasion we came home with only one! 
dog. He and we had eaten the others.” | 

C. Foster Howell of the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, horri- | 
fied, asked if the explorers were not cruel 
to their dogs.

are most careful of them, and only eat | 
them when they are dead.”

“Gen. Grant,’ replied Peary, “ you are 
on the wrong tack.

The first thing I do 
before we start on our journey over the 
ice is to shave off my mustache, and I 
carry with me a pair of sharp shears to! 
keep the beard clipped as close as possi- 
ble. In the sleet and snow with a beard 
you would soon be carrying icicles all | 
over your face. You could not eat, nor 
drink, and pretty soon you could not 
breathe.”

Regular Service to West Farms, 


Will Begin Monday. 


'ALSO DOWN TO THE BATTERY 


General Manager Hedley and Other 
Officials on the First Trip 
Through River Tube. 








The first passenger train to pass through | 
| the Subway tunnel under the Harlem | 
River left the Brooklyn Bridge station at | 
|2 o'clock yesterday afternoon, having on 
board officials of the Interborough Com- | 
pany and newspaper men. At 12:(1 o’clock |! 
|; next Monday morning the Subway will be 
opened to the public from the Battery to 
West Farms. All expresses, both Broad- 
way and Lenox Avenue, as well as many 
of the Bruvadway locals, will have as their 
southern terminal the loop in Battery 
Fark. 
| The Lenox Avenue locals at the same 
| time will begin to use the Harlem River 
tunnel, and at One Hundred and Forty- 
ninth Street will take a grade to the ele- | 
vated structure, used by the Second and 
| ‘Third Avenue trains to West Farms or! 
; One Hundred and Eightieth Street. The 
|elevated structure will there become a 
| part of the Subway and will not be used 
| by the elevated trains. 
After Monday the elevated lines will 
|terminate at One Hundred and Forty- 
ninth Street. Transfers, however, will be 
given between the two systems without 
extra charge at that point. | 
At present the Lenox Avenue line runs 
| to One Hundred and Forty-fifth Street. 
The new line to West Farms branches off 
at One Hundred and Forty-second Street, | 
and a short distance further on the trains! 
enter the tubes under the Harlem River. 
These tubes are GS7 feet long, and are! 
about thirty fect below the water level. 
They are lined with concrete, and, ac- 
cording to General Manager Hedley, they 
| are the dryest points along the line of the 
Subway. The tracks are in separate tubes, 
each twelve feet diameter. There are also 
| three pumping connected with! 
the tubes to deal with leaks or overflows. 
The first station beyond the tunnel dif- 
fers in many respects from the stations | 
familiar enough on other parts of the Sub- 
| way. It is at Mott Avenue, but is far be- 
neath the surface, about 50 feet. There 
|! are two elevators with a capicity of twen- 
| ty persons each as well the regular 
| Stairway. There was only one entrance 
from the street. The station is far from

The constitutionality of the legislative 
act which recently transferred the fran- 
chise granting power from the Board of 
Aldermen to the Board of Estimate was 
argued againAn the Supreme Court yes- 
terday. When Justice Blanchard recently 
; refused to grant an injunction restrain- 
ing the Board of Estimate from acting 
on franchises an appeal was taken to the 
Appellate Division from this decision, 
and pending the appeal Justice Truax 
granted a stay. 

Yesterday Assistant Corporation Coun- 
sel Burr appeared before Justice Gilder- 
sleeve and made a motion to vacate the 
so that the Board of Estimate might 
go ahead on the rapid transit subway 
plans which will come before the board 


to-day. 

Luther L. Kellogg, counsel for the 
Board of Aldermen, opposed the motion 
to vacate Justice Truax’s stay, and at- 
tacked the constitutionality of the act, 
and insisted that the stay granted by 
Justice Truax must remain operative until 
the Appellate Division had acted on the 
appeal from Justice Blanchard’s ruling. 

Mr. Kellogg contended that the new act 
violated the Constitution in that it desig- 
nates the Bos ard of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment ‘the local authorities,"’ where- 
as, Mr. Kellogg said, the Aldermen are 
more legitimately the local authorities, 

Out of the total of sixteen votes in the 
board, he said, three persons, the Mayor, 
the Controller, and the President of the 
Board of Aldermen, control nine votes, 
and the remaining five members control 
seven votes. It is thus clear, he said, that 
a minority of the members of the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment may out- 
vote and overrule the majority in num- 
bers of that board. 

Three members, he added, could out- 
vote the other five. The consent of a body 
so constituted, said Mr. Kellogg, was not 
the consent of “the local authorities "’ 
required by the Constitution. This had 
been expressly decided by the Court of 
Agpec. He made several other pvints.

FOR LAWYER ALDERDICE 


Affidavit by Juror of Queer Doings 
in Jury Room Admitted. 


AND COUNSEL GETS A STAY 


Juror Lyons Says Newspaper Clipping 
Influenced Him—Another Doesn't 
Remember This—Al!l Summoned. 


James 8. Alderdice, lawyer, was sen- 
tenced yesterday to prison for eighteen 
years for forgery. The extreme penalty is 
twenty years. Alderdice seemed astound- 
ed at the severity of the sentence. 

Just before Alderdice was sentenced 
George \W. Lyons, one of the jury that 
found him guilty, issued through Andrew | 
Byrne of counsel for Alderdice, an affi- 
davit in which he declared that he had 
voted for conviction through a misappre- 
hension of the facts. On the strength of 
it, Mr. Byrne asked for a new trial. 

Recorder Goff denied the motion. The 
defense gained a point, however, when, de. 
spite the opposition of Assistant District 
Attorney Garvan to allowing the affidavit 
of Lyons and one by Samuel Marcus, a! 
lawyer, with relation to an alleged con- 
versation with Juror Shackman over the 
telephone, to become part of the record 
of the case, the court admitted them. 

Sentence was then pronounced, Recorder 
Goff saying: 

** Alderdice, you have been convicted of 
forgery in the first degree, and it was} 
clearly shown at your trial that you per- 
jured yourself on the witness stand. You 
have committed one of the worst crimes 
known to society, namely, misusing a sol- 
emn trust placed in you by an unsuspect- 
ing client. 

“The sentence I shall pass upon you 
will not be so much a punishment to your- 
self as an example to other lawyers and | 
a deterrent against similar practices. 

“By your crime you have brought into 
disrepute the profession which you have 
followed. I will sentence you to eighteen 
years in State prison.” 

Alderdice, who seemed dazed by the 
extremity of the sentence, had to be sup- 
ported by court attendants. 

He was taken before Justice Blanchard 
in the Supreme Court. The Justice issued 
an order directing District: Attorney Je- 
rome to show cause why a certificate of 
reasonable doubt should not issue pending 
an appeal, The order is returnable on | 
July 20. If Aldredice gets the certificate | 
he may be released on bail until a final 
decision is reached. 

As soon as it was announced that there 
was in existence an affidavit by Lyons, 
the District Attorney's office sent for the 
members of the jury that convicted Alder- 
dice. Only one, H. C. Shackman,

The District Attorney's office expects to 
have every member of the jury at the 
Criminal Courts Building to-day and to in- 
vestigate thoroughly the allegations made 
by Lyons. His affidavit follows in part: 

“While the jury was deliberating in the 
jury room, the foreman, Juror No. 1, 
asked if it could be shown me from 
newspaper that the defendant had been 
guilty of a similar offense in Brooklyn and 
had jumped his bail, would it have any 
influence on me. I asked him if he had 
seen such a statement in the newspapers. 
He and several other members of the jury 
replied that they had. Juror No. 2 (Shack- 
man) had the newspaper statement to the 
best of my belief. 

‘‘T would not have voted for conviction 
if I had not believed from such statements 
that the defendant had been guilty of a 
similar offense and had jumped his bail, 

and I verily believe that many of the 
jurors voted for conviction because of 
their knowledge of said newspaper state- 
ment. According to their statements in 
the jury room, they believed that the de- 
fendant had been guilty of a similar of- 
fense before and had ire <a his bail. The 
jury were out twenty-two hours, and got 
nothing to eat from 1 P. M. until 2 o'clock 
in the morning, although it sent word 
several times that it wanted supper. 

‘* Juror No. 10 informed me that he had 
had nothing to eat since the previous 
mornin 

Mr. Ticetiaiie when questioned by 
members of the District Attorney’s staff 

esterday afternoon said that as far as 

e recalled there wasn't any newspaper 
clipping in the jury room. Neither was 
there any discussion in relation to a clip- 
ping. He said that he had seen a news- 
paper clipping, however, either before or 
after the trial, he couldn't remember 
which, which referred to Alderdice, but 
in it there was not the slightest reference 
to the Brooklyn case referred to in the 
Lyons affidavit. 

Shackman also said that Lyons was the 
one man who had stood out for hours 
against convicticn. He held that in his 
opinion many of the documents did not 

clearly indicate forgery. Finally, the 
eleven others asked if it wouldn't be ad- 
visable to inspect the papers fn the case, 
Lyons was not averse. He was asked if 
he could be convinced. fe replied that 
he could, if sufficient evidence of forgery 
were shown to him, The papers were sent 
for, and Lyons examined them in the 
jury room with a micruscope. At the end 

of his examination, acc ording to Shack- 
man, he said, ‘I'm with you. 

Whether the newspaper clipping existed, 
whether it got into the jury room, wheth- 
er the jurors were forced to go without 
food for an excessive number of hours, 
and whether, in fact, anything was 
wrong, the District Attorney's office ex- 
pects to learn when it finishes with the 
jurors to-day. The introduction of a 
clipping in-a jury room is unlawful. 

Alderdice was convicted of having 
forged several signatures, among them 
that of his father and that of his client, 
Mary J. Oliver, the possession of whose 
property Alderdice is alleged to have 
aimed at. Several deeds transferring 
pieces of real estate to the sister of Al- 
derdice, Mary Elizabeth Alderdice, were 
alleged to have been forged. 

It was shown at the trial that he had 
obtained considerably more than $100,000 
out of the estate. He married the sten- 
ographer, who had had much to do with 
the drawing up of the papers relating to 
the Oliver estate, and she was a witness 
at the trial.
